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HE HUNTED BUFFALOES 


REAL OLD “RUNNER” TELLS OF 
EARLY DAYS. 


On the St. Boniface Side of the Red 
River Lives Antoine Vermette, 
Once a Famous Hunter of the 
Plains, Now a Hale Old Man of 
Seventy-Six—Whole Prairie Cover: 
ed With Buffalo. 


Take to the open, winding road 
that follows the St. Boniface side of | 
the Red River away to the south from | 
Winnipeg and you vill find peace, 
and calm and contentment. Before 
you hive passed two miles nlong the | 
amooth earth trail with its wooded | 
borders, and its quaint old-fashioned 
market gardens on either side, you 


will have entered a strangely soothing | 
atmosphere of quietness and equani- 
mity. Behind vou is the tancled web | 
of city strife, the rush. the roar, the 
clangor and the smoke; before you 
the brown road and the country side | 


that breathes out in its subdued | 
sounds and colors the sentiment 
“Wait awhile and rest, the day is 
long.” 


When you have passed beyond the 
two miles you enter a hidden world 
of historic interest, for in the early | 
part of the century and until the 
eighties this was the trail that led to 
the \outside world, via. St. Paul. | 
Along this road the pioneer French 
settlers squatted and hewed out a | 
clearing in the bush behind their | 
homes, and it was on their behalf ! 
that Riel took the field. Here the | 
Red River carts hauled by oxen were 
driven to the south by the freighters. 
and returned Jaden with sunplies: 
here the first governor, of Western 
Canada passed on his way to Fort 
Garry, and here passed the ruilroad 
builders, the mounted police, and 
many of the men who were to become 
the pioneer merchants of Winrnrinec. | 
Along the river steamboats plied. to 
and fro between Grand Forks and 
Winnipeg. | 

Seven miles along the trail where | 
the river makes a deep bend, lives 
Antoine Vermette, and if you shoul1: 
enquire for him among the neigh- 
bors, they would say, “O yes, Antoine 
Vermette, the buffalo runner,” before 
directing you to his home. His re- 
putation as one of the greatest hunt. 
ers of the plains has stuck with him 
through the lapse of seasons, For 
forty-seven years he has lived in the 
same log house on the high bank of 
the river and cut out with his axe 
one hundred acres of forest. He did 
not touch a tree on what is probably 
the most beautiful point alone the 
Red River, not excepting Elm Park 
When you ask him the reason of thi< | 
he will say: “Why should I, is it not 
beautiful?” 

Antoine Vermette is a livine ex- 

ment of the much maligned simple 
ife. He is seventy-six years of uge. 
and is still erect and strong as a man 
in his forties. His hair still retains 
a semblance of its original color, his 
voice is strong, and he looks at you 
out of calm eyes. He still works in 
his garden and has not centracted the 
wreat modern disease of St. Vitu-~ 
dance. He vill tell you that hi- 
father lived on one of the adjoining 
farms, and only died recently at the 
great age of 104 years. 

In the quiet of # Subhath aftoranan 
Antoine: sat on a venerable old rocker | 
beneath the single sunny window of 
‘his whitewashed kitchen, and told a | 
vivid and granhic story of his o»rly 
life when for ten vears he eerred his 
living as a buffalo runner. This wae 
in the early sixties, so that his mem- 
‘ory spanned half a century in the | 
telling of the narrative. He = snoke 
imperfect English, and the truthful. | 
néss of his assertions was horne ont 
by the minute detai's with which hy | 
surrounded every circumstanes, Ini 
@ manner characteristic of the French | 
people, his voice avickened and be 

} 


eves flashed as he reached the pninte 
of spectacular action in his _ story. 
He illustrated his remarks by a move- | 
ment of the arms. 

“T have seen the whole = nrsirie 
covered with buffalo.” he said hv way 
of introduction, “and T have ridden 
after them and killed them on poniea 
better than the fastest ones you have 
at the races in Winnines at exhihis | 
tion time. I did that for ten years, | 
and in those days I was like iron. 
Now the buffalo are almost extinct 
and I am sorry. To us at that time 
there seemed to be millions of buffalo 
running wild on the prairie, and they 
seemed tc increase. We thought they 
would never give out. 

“Our horses would get just as ex- 
cited and wild as we would to rn | 
after the buffalo. We eould hardly 
hold them hack and they would act 
just like a wild dog. We had to wait 
for a signal from the chief of the 
party to let them out and bv that 
time the bleod would he. drinning 
from their r®uthe thranch etreinine 
at the nit. They would lay. tneir eara 
back and run with their necls ont. 
etretched and mouth anen, keening 
up the terrific pace for mile. after 
mile. When we caught. up with the 
buffalo herd whieh had n etum- 
peded with fear, we would dron some 
muzzle loaders and place a ean ready. 
We did not use any waddine. and 
supported the gun in an nmricht noel. 
tion from the rsddle so that the pow- 
der could not run out. , 

“We alwavs carried the lead bullete 
in our mouths, and as soon as we 
were ready to fire we dropped the wet | 


| hind the shoulder. 


slug down the barrel, where it stuck 
a little. Then we raced at breaknork 
speed until we were within a few feet 
of the buffalo. As there wae nothing 
to protect the bullet from falling out 
of the barrel we had to throw our 
guns forward and shoot almost with 
one motion. It has happened that a 
man was a little slow in shooting and 
allowed the bullet to slide half way 
down the barrel before he pulled the 
trigger, then it occurred that the gun 
burst at the centre. We shot the 
shaggy buffalo through the heart, the 
ball entering at an angle from 
They would con- 
tinue for perhaps twenty-five feet and 
then collapse in a heap.” 


A RECORD IN HITTING. 


Delehanty’s Four Homers and a Single 
In Five Times at Bat. 

The baseball expert Hugh 8. Fuller. 
ton, in an article on “Batting” in the 
American Muguzine, describes as fol- 
lows the greatest hitting fent recorded, 
executed by Ed Delehanty, and which 
it was bis good fortune to wituess: 

“Adonis ‘Terry was pitching—a great 
pitcher with a wonderfully fast curve 
bull—and three of the bhomne runs were 
tiaide off the curve. The first time 
at bat Delehanty bit the ball high over 
the right tield fence, perhaps seventy 
feet from the fout line, which would 
be 245 feet from the plate, and the 
fence was thirty-tive feet high. The 
second time he hit over the same fence, 
but farther toward center tield. The 
third time be drove a single over sbort 
stop, a line bit and perbaps the hard- 
est hit of all. Dahten, lenping, touched 
the ball with both bands. They were 
torn apart aud the ball caromed al- 
most to the left fielders before it struck 
the ground. The vext bome run was 
straight to the center Held between 
the clubhouses, nearly 400 feet away. 
The last time he cume to the bat the 
crowd was cheering bim on, Lange 
retired between the clubhouses, which 
were set ut angies. Delehanty bit a 
curve ball. 
one clubhouse, bounded to the roof of 
the other und rolied balfway back to 
the second buseman.

The Sir Thomas More Is Not the Only 
Picture Carter Has “Found.” 
Mr. J. Purvis (or Perves) Carter, the 


“English art expert,” who is alleged | 


to have discovered in Montreal a 
portrait of Sir Thomas More from tne 
brush of Albrecht Durer, is given te 
discoveries of this nature. Last spring 
he circulated a story that he had dis- 
covered portraits of King George III. 
and Queen Charlotte by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds at Fredericton, N.B. Cont 
menting on the discovery at the time 
The Fredericton Mail said: “Even 
assuming the statement to be correct 
it can hardly be classed as a valu 


of Fredericton, first issued by 
| Tourist Association some years ago, 14 
| is stated there that these pictures are 
| the work of that artist. But the mat 
| ter appears to be open to very consid 
; erable doubt notwithstanding all the 
expert knowledge brought to bear on 
the matter by Mr. Carter.’’

Ramsay met with a painful and un 
fortunate accident in the dislocation 
of his right arm, which seriously in

Booms the Climate. 


Following on Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s 
eloquent eulogy of the Canadian cli- 
|mate at Red Deer. reegntly, which 
| has received wide circulation in the 
| press, London, Eng., has had a visit 
ifrom R. F. Stunpart, the director of 
| Canada’s splendid meteorological ser- 
| vice. In an interview with a re- 
| porter, Mr. Stupart said: 
| “The Canadian chmate is not 
| something we need be ashamed of; 
it is one of the assets of the covntry.” 

Mr. Stupart went into a variety of 
details which will be invaluable to 
| those in England who are stimulating 
the emigration movement, but which 
are well-known to Canadians. I will 
only quote what he said regarding 
} the area which has been so promin- 
lently brought into notice by Earl 
| Grey’s tour and the movement for the 
\ railway to Hudson Buy. 

; “We established fully ‘equipped 
| stations last year in the valley of the 
Mackenzie River from Northern Al- 
\berta right to the Arctic coast line. 
‘We are thus gradually extending the 
!network of stations and will know. a 


; good deal about the climate of that. | 


|northern region very shortly. There 
is, however, every reason to suppose 
tuat grain will riven in the valicy of 
the Mackenzie river very nearly, if 
not quite as far as the Arctie circle 
That does not hold good.as you come 
eastward towards Hudson Bay. The 
prevalence of eastern winds in the 
region of the ‘barren lands’ keeps the 
temperature rather low, and there is 


j liable to be a great deal of rainy, 
|drizzly weather, Westward towards 
the Mackenzie River the climate is 


quite favorable for settlement, and I 
ithink that far north country is a 
region which will be found to be quite 
ap importaat part of the Dominion. *

THIRTY-FIVE OUTLAWS WILL! 
FURNISH THE CHASE 


A Large Party of Alberta Sportemen| 
is Being Organized to Take Part 
in Hunting Down the Last Rem.-| 
nant of the Pablo Herd in Montana | 
—Buffalo Refused to be Captured! 
—Will be Last Buffalo Hunt, 


Edmonton.—To engage in the 
great buffalo hunt of the world, a} 
party of fifteen sportsmen, headed by | 
Howard Douglas, Dominion commis- 
sioner of parks, will leave Edmonton 
on the morning of Thursday, Novem- 
ber 38, for the Flathead hids of Mon- 
tana. 

Michael Pablo, the Mexican owner 
of the big herd of seven hundred 
buffalo which has been transfe:red to 
the Dominion government, weary of 
efforts to capture alive  thiity-five 
tough old lawless bandits of outlaw- 
bulls, which have caused all the trou- 
ble and stampedes in gathering of 
herds, has decided to have them hunt- 
ed down: 

He has agreed to furnish any person 
wanting a buffalo with saddle horses, | 
guns and all necessary equipment for 
a charge of two hundred and _ fifty; 
dollars per buffalo. As the ‘head alone| 
is worth five hundred dollars and hide | 
one hundred more, the offer of both 
adventure and profit appeals greatly 
to sportsmen. 

Mr. Douglas has issued a circular 
setting forth the particulars of the} 
buffalo hunt and calling for applica-! 
tions for the chase. Among those who 
have already replied asking for reser- 
vations are Sheriff W. 8. Robertson, } 
and James Ross, of Edmonton; S. A. 
Ramsey nad Colonel Walker, of Cal- 
gary; A. H. Forster and H. Y. Paul- 
ing, of Wainwright. 

r. Douglas returned to the city 
from Wainwright, having superintend- 
ed the unloading of a consignment of 
buffalo received at the park last week. 
The buffalo hunt which Alberta sports-! 
men will engage in will be the last to 
take place in America, when thirty- 
five head of outlaw bulls have been 
shot. The remaining fifty head at 
large on the Montana plains will be 
easily rounded up. All the buffalo 
in the world will then be in captivity 
with the exception of the wood bison | 
of the north, which are under the pro-| 
tection of the Dominion government | 
and may not be hunted or killed.

‘FISH NOT PROTECTED 


rrigation Intakes Are Not Properly 
Screened and Kill Many 
Fish 

Calgary.—The fisheries commission 
appointed by the Dominion  govern- 
ment to investigate the fisheries situ- 
ation in Western Canada held a ses- 
sion in Calgary lest week. 

The commis:ion was composed of | 
Prof. E, E. Prince, chairman; Judge 
McGuire, of Saskatenewan, and Dr. | 
Sisley, of Calgary. | 

The investigation brought out sev- 
eral important points; that the fisher- 
ies law is a dead letter as far as Al-j 
berta was concerned; that a fishery 
official is a rare sight; that no one/ 
bothers about the fishing regulations; 
that fish are destroyed wholesale by | 
dynamite and brush cribs, and that! 
within the past twenty years” the 
streams have been almost depleted. 

Various remedies were suggested 
by witnesses, the one that found most 
favor being the establishment | of a 
hatchery for the propagation of moun- | 
tain trout, while it was also suggested 
that the irrigation ditches be screened, 
as they are responsible for the slaugh- 
ter of fish: that there be a nominal 
license fee; that there be a close sea- | 
son; that the fire rangers act as fish 
guardians, and that certain streams be 
open for fishing according to the time 
when the propagation of fish was be- 
ing practiced in those particular 
streams. All of these suggestions 
Judge McGuire duly noted.

Minimum Demand is for an Irish Par. 
liament and Control of all 
Purely Irish Affairs 


London.—The statement of John E. 
Redmond, recently made to define his 
attitude and that of his party on the 


keenest interest in English political 
circles, more on account of the person- | 
al matters involved than as bearing | 
on the position taken by the confer-| 


the veto question. Mr. Redmond, in 
his statement, denied an alleged inter- 
view purporting that he and his party 
were willing that Home Ru'e should 
be delayed in the case of Ireland until 
England, Scotland and Wales also 
were ready for federated Home Rule.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN MANUFAC. 
TURERS AND RETAILERS 


The Coast and Mountain 
Mills Have Arranged with the Re- 
tailers of the Prairies to Handle 
their Output Exclusively—Price of 


Lumber has Been Cut to the Ex- 
tent of $2 per Thousand, 
Vancouver.—Western Canada will 


no longer be a dumping ground for 
the surplus output of American saw 
mills. By terms of an agreement re- 
cently entered into between the retail 
dealers in Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and the British Columbia 
Lumber Mills association, represent- 
ing the saw mills of the — interior 
prairie, retailers will no longer handle 
any lumber originating in the United 
States. 

The arrangement is likely to prove 
in excluding the American 
product of millmen to the south, quot- 
ing low prices for their surplus’ stocks 
when unable to stand the expense of 
establishing independent yards of 


their own in the Canadian prairie 
regions. 
This will mean the mountain and 


coast millmen will be enabled to ship |

We are to have five lessons in this

} low shall we ever again complain if 


we are hated for His sake, if one who 
professed to be our fiiend joins the 


enemy against us. 


The anointing by Mary is recorded 
by Mark and John also, but not by 
Luke. In Luke vii, 36-50, there is a 


} record of an anointing which was also 


in the house of a man called Simon, 
but that Simon was no friend of Jesus, 
and the woman is unnamed and was 
confessedly a sinful woman. 

The event of our lesson today was 
six days before the Passover, and it 
was at Bethany, in the house of Simon 
the leper, and Martha and Mary and 
Lzezarus were all present. They made 
Him a supper, and Martha served, and 
Lazarus was one of them that sat at 
the table with Him (John xii, 1, 2). It 
was on that evening that Mary took 
the pound of \very precious ointment 
of spikenard and brake the alabaster 
box and poured it both on His head 
and on His feet as He sat at meat, 
and the house was filled with the odor 
of the ointment. Compare the three 
records. Mary, like the other woman, 
wiped His feet with her hair, but the 
other wiped her own tears with which 
she had washed His feet, while Mary 
wiped them after she had. anointed 
them with the ointment (Luke vii, 38; 
John xii, 3). In the one case it. was the 
heartfelt rahe: of a truly penitent 
sinner, while in the other it was the 
devotion of true worship and an 
anointing beforehand for His burial, 
for He said go, and He knew her heart 
and her purpose. My own conviction 
is that Mary had received His words 
concerning His cruel death at the 
hands obpebia enemies and knew that 
it would theréfore be impossible for 
indness to 
His body then, as far as she could see, 
and she had made preparation and 
had watched for her | opportunity, 
which has now come. ‘Can any one 
say that He, knowing all things, had 
not arranged this stop at Bethany 
specia!ly for her sake? The other wo- 
men, who, like Peter and John and 
the rest of His disciples, had not re- 
ceived His sayings concerning His 
after His 
death and burial to anoint His body 
when the Sabbath had passed, but 
they never used them for that pur- 
pose, so that Mary was the only wo- 
man who was privileged to anoint 
Him for burial. 

Those who receive all His words 
have blessings beyond all others. 
Some one has suggested that in the 
three, Martha, Mary and Lazarus, 
taken together, we have whet consti- 
tutes a well rounded Christian life— 
Lazarus, the power of a resurrection 
life, because that by reason of Him 
many of the Jews went away and be- 
lieved on Jesus (John xii, 11); 
Martha, restfal service, because that 
here we do not read of her being cum- 
bered, as on a former occasion; Mary,

Condition of Crops at end 

of September 

Ottawa, Ociober 11. The Census 
Offiice publishes today a Bulletin on 
the condition of crops in Canada at 
the end of September. The reports 
show lower averages of condition 
for the whole of Canada than those 
of a year ago, but the reduction 
applies chiefly to the Northwest 
provinces. In the eastern provinces 


|a hign per cent is maintained for 


.| nearly allthe crops, and quantity 


and quality are nearly as good asa 
year ago and better than two years 
Saskatchewan 


ago. In Manitoba, 


and Alberta there is a drop of about 


twenty per cent in the quality of 
grains and roots, but the theshings 
indicate that the yield will be larger 
for wheat, oats and barley than was 
promised at the end of August. 
|For the whole of Canada the con- 
dition of rye at the end of September 
was 83.59, which is ten per cent 
| better than two years ago and 2.39 
| better than last year. Peas and 
| beans are nearly eight per cent lower 
/in condition than a year ago, but 


nearly ten per cent higher than in 


1908. Buckwheat is about the same 
as lust year, and 12 per cent better 
by five per cent than last year and 
by 19.47 per cent better than two 


years ago. Corn for husking com- 


pared for the three years 1910, 1909, 
and 1908 shows percentages of 
85.12, and 86.77 and 82, and corn 
for fodder of 89.82, 87.18 and 92 
for the respective year. The con 
dition of potatoes is 76.08 at the end 
of September compared with 90.37 
last year, of turnips 82.09 to 83.34 
and of sugar beets 83.13 td 71.02, 
whilst in 1908 their condition ranged 
from 68 to 74.

Dear Sir:—A question having arisen 
as to the right of Village Councils to limit 
the allowance of discount to those per- 
sons only who pay their taxes before Ist 
of Jine or some other date chosen by 
the Councils I wrote to the Deputy Min- 
ister of Public Woksto ask the opinion of | 
his Department, as tothe meaning and in- 
| tention Of sub-section 3, section 43 of the 
Village Act which governs the payment 
of the tax, and I annex copy of his reply. 
As the matter is one of public interest, 
perhaps you will see fit to publish it. 

The clause in question sets out quite 


clearly that if a discount is allowed at ali 


it is to be granted to ‘‘all persous paying 
their taxes on or before Ist of December’’ 
and further that from Ist to 3lst of De- 
cember, taxes are payable at par and on 
or after Ist of January with a penalty of 
10 per cent. for each year of delay
